The Circuit Judge, in dismissing the plain- 
tiff’s claim, sta “I cannot see how a 
power of borrowing can be implied in the 
rules, least of all a power to borrow to com- 
plete an entirely unauthorised purchase (the 
purchase of the branch hall), or to maintain 
the premises so purchased; For these reasons 
I am of opinion that the plaintiff's action 
must be dismissed.’’ | 

Mr. Wood explained that the money was 
advanced to the branch by Mr. Hopkins at 
6 é cent, interest and was secured by a 
titie to a hall built by the branch.

A statement issued last night by the Free 
State Ministry for Local vernment and 
Public Health shows that on the last Satur- 
day of the year 1932 the number of persons 
in receipt of public assistance, and persons 
receiving treatment in pews institutons, 
other than district mental hospitals, was 
132,113, compared with 102,546 during the 
year 1031. This figure included 28, in 
the three unions in Dublin City and County, 
and in 29 other Free State Public Assistance 
areas. 

Persons in receipt of institutional assist- 
ance and rsons receiving treatment in 
county institutions other than district mental 
hospitals on the same day of 1932 numbered 
7,591 men, 6,742 women, and 3,624 children, 
making a total of 17,957, compared with 
17,078 on the corresponding day of the pre- 
vious year. i 

Those in receipt of home assistance on the 
same day numbered 23,838 men, 32,953 
women, and 57,365 children, making a total 
of 114,156. The figure for the corresponding 
day of the year 1951 was 85,468. —

éé A "te road milestone is behind us on

Lord Willingdon declared in refer. 
ring to the Third Round-Table Conference, ir 
a speech in the Legislative Assembly to-day 
e said that he had been struck by ths 
workmanlike manner in which one compli.

He laid stress on the satisfactory change ix 
the political outlook in India, and the feeling 
of confidence in the Government, which was 
striving to advance constitutional reforms, 
whereby Indians would be given control of 
their administrative affairs. 

Lord Willingdon regretted that the leades 
of the civil disobedience movement had not 
yet openly recognised the harm of the policy 
to which they were still pledged. He hoped 
that the threat of direct action to the evolu 
tion of constitutional government would be 
replaced by the living forces of constructive 

itics. 


SOUND FINANCE. 


Before the end of the session the Govern. 
ment hoped to announce the programme fos 
the creation of a reserve bank, which was sd 
vital to the new Constitution. 

The Viceroy, in referring to matters of 
finance, said that they had one paramount 
object in view, and that wag to prepare thé 
position for the Indian Government under tha 
new Constitution, so that the financial foun. 
dations might be sound, and so that the new 
Government might find itself freed from em- 
barrassments in its early years. 

For this purpose, it was particularly im- 
portant that a large volume of short-term 
debt, maturing over the next few years, 
should be converted into long term securities 

A second object was to take advantage of 
the improved credit of the Government of 
India to reduce the rate of interest payable 
on Government loans.

The Railway Outrage. 

The outrage on the Great Northern 
Company's system will shock the whole 
country. Yesterday morning an emerg- 
ency train was despatched from Dublin 
to Belfast. Within a few miles from 
Dundalk rails had been removed 
skilfully from the line on both tracks. 
The train, running into the fracture, 
was wrecked ; killed, 
a third injured seriously, and 
others escaped with smaller hurts. This 
outrage was” committed, not in’ Northern 
Ireland, but in the Free State, where 
railwaymen still receive their full wages ; 
and there is not the slightest doubt that 
it was contrived with deliberate care. We 
are sure that both Irish Governments gill 
make every effort to bring the criminals 
to account ; and we assume that the railway 
unions will hasten to denounce the out- 
rage in the strongest terms, since at this 
moment their responsibility for the peace 
of Ireland is very grave. Nobody will 
suppose for a moment that the decent mass 
of Irish railwaymen has any association, 
or any sympathy, with this. heartless 
crime.

Admittedly, it is an attempt to 
compel Northern citizens, by the acute 
pressure of their own discomforts, to force

cellor, has made a dramatic start. On hs 
advice President von Hindenburg has dis- 
solved the Reichstag, and there will be 
another general election on March 5th.

Hitler has been trying to obtain the sup- 
port, or at least the benevolent neutrality, 
of the Catholic Centre Party ; but Prelate

One is the smashing of what is 
described as the seridom of interest, 
dividends, and the like (Brechung der 
Zinsknechtschaft), and the other the 
fostering of a positive Christianity, based 
on the view that the interests of the 
community must come before those of the 
individual. , 

The programme is rankly, and stupidly, 
anti-Jewish. It declares that no Jew gan 
be a German citizen, and that all those 


| who’ entered the country’ since August, 


1914, must be expelled. -Usurers and 
““ profiteers '” must be punished by death ; 
all incomes that are derived from un- 
earned capital must disappear; business 
trusts must be nationalised, and, if neces- 
sary, land’ will be ‘confiscated without 
compensation. The Nazis also propose to 
attack the banks. They apparently intend 
to introduce & comprehensive system of 
credit reform, which will do away with 
the old system of loans and interest. 
If he should try to put all these plans into 
force, a civil war in Germany would 
become almost inevitable ; but Adolf Hitler 
is only a human being after all, and it 
is more than likely that a few months of 
responsibility as Chancellor will cause him 
to moderate his transports. Yet certain 
aspects of his policy will be watched with 
some concern. He demands the denuncia- 
tion of the Peace Treaties, the return of 
Germany's colonies, and the re-establish- 
ment of a conscript army. We have little 
doubt that he will get his majority on 
March 5th, in which event the sincerity of 
his protestations will be put to the test. 
Much of Herr Hitler’s policy is merely 
fantastic, but much of it is highly 
dangerous; and his anti-Jewish spleen 
will alienate from -his party a great deal 
of the sympathy which it might have 
enjoyed abroad. 


Broadcasting Programmes. 


The Free State’s new high-power broad- 
casting station at Moydrum will be opened 
by President de Valera next Monday. It 
will be among the ‘most powerful stations 
in Europe, and is designed to bring a 
very wide area of Ireland within crystal 
range. Thus far the Free State has de- 
pended largely for her wireless entertain- 
ment upon British and continental 
stations. The Dublin programmes left a 
great deal to be desired: they were short, 
unvaried, and unenterprising; and, as a 
citizens of the Free State who 
could afford valve sets have tuned them 
in nightly to the programmes from out- 
side. Now that Moydrum is ready to begin 
its work, the citizens reasonably may 
demand the broadcasting amenities which 
they have been denied for so many years. 
They will ask, in the first place, for longer 
programmes. An average of five hours’ 
broadcasting per diem is insufficient for a 
national station in the year 1933. The 
wireless programmes have ceased to be a 
luxury; they are now a normal feature 
of life in virtually every civilised State 
of the world. In England, as in con. 
tinental Europe and. America, the citizen 
can turn on his set at almost any hour 
of a long day, confident that he will hear 
something to meet his tastes. In the Free 
State, for. all intents and purposes, he 
can receive the Irish programme only in 
the evening; there is nothing, or very 
little, to amuse or occupy him during the 
daylight hours. In the second place, the 
Free State programmes must be improved 
in quality, as in quantity. It is gratify- 
ing to learn that the Station Orchestra 
has been augmented, but more must be 
done before any citizen with an ordinary 
varied entertainment can be 
thoroughly happy with his 
station. We suggest that the directors

OYSTERS AND AGRICULTURE. 


* The Prince of Wales, who arrived at Fal- 
mouth yesterday on a three-day visit to his 
Duchy, later sampled some of the choicest 
oysters on the Duchy oyster farm at Helford, 
Cornwall. , 

After watching from a dredger in the river 
.the operation of hauling up oysters from the 
‘yeds, the Prince was rowed to the sheltered 
oyster creek. He was afloat for three- 
-cuarters of an hour, and then returned to 
the sheds, where he sampled a dozen oysters. 

After visiting the oyster farm, the Pryice 
drove thirty-five miles to Newquay, where 
he inspected building developments on Duchy 
property. From there he drove to the St. 
Austell Bay Hotel. tá 

A group of Duchy tenants were awaiting 
his arrival at the hotel. No preparations 
had been made for them, but when the 
Prince heard of their surprise visit he im- 
mediately ordered that they should be 
brought up to his suite, where he chatted to 
them about their land, stock and agricultural 
difficulties 

The Prince later spent three-quarters of an 
discussing unemployment with the 
Mayor of Liskeard, Alderman W. F. Young, 
Mr. E. W. Galley (Chairman of the St. 
Austell Urban Council), and other officials. 

“ I think one of the great things is to get 
some of the men permanently back to the 
land,” was one phrase the Prince used in 
discussion. It was a thoroughly informal 
talk around the fireside.

Germany and the Hohenzollerns. 


The intimation by the ex-Kaiser that he 
will not go back to Germany unless he is 
invited is a continuance of his attitude 
to this subject. He is free to enter Ger- 
many as a private citizen, but a return, in 
his view, would mean that he should go 
as Emperor. It is. thought improbable 
that he will receive the invitation which 

he desires from the present German 
| Government, although it has a majority 

of Monarchists. There are reasons tor this 
attitude. A return of the Louse of 

Hohenzollern would provoke hostility not 
i only among the people, but also among 
the States forming the German Reich ; 
and, in the event of such a happening, 
it is not improbable that South Germany 
would break away altogether, would jorn 
with ‘Austria, and would try to bring 
about a new and Catholic German State 
| right across the South from Cologne to 
Vienna. 


Britain's Gold. 


Great interest was manifested in the 
City of London to-day at the new purchase 
of gold by the Bank of England. To-day 
that body holds £126,400.000 of gold, as 
compared with £119,800,000 a week ago. 
People speculated whether the sank was 
building up a big reserve, with the in- 
tention of speeding up the return to a 
gold standard; but this possibility was 
soon dismissed, and the general opinion

A PLANNED OUTRAGE. 


It was apparent that a section oí the 
railway line had been purposely removed 
with the intention of preventing the 
running of the train to Belfast, and the 
_ at which it was taken up indicated 
that’it was intended that the train should 
be derailed, as the engine-driver would not 
have sufficient time in which to stop his 
train. A similar operation had been 
carried out at the same place on the dowr 
line, from Belfast to Dublin.

As the engine and coaches left the rails 
they ploughed up the permanent way and 
tore the rails up for more than one 
hundred yards from the spot where the 
rail had been removed before they finally 
toppled over into the field. 

The bogies of the first three carriages 
were completely torn off by the force of the 
smash, and the front of the engine partly 
buried itself in the ground to a depth of 
two or three feet.

They threatened at once 
to strike. In the Free State the Govern- 
ment, hard-pressed by its Labour sup- 
porters, . offered a subsidy to maintain 
wages at ‘he present levels for four months. 
In ‘Northe.n Ireland the Government re- 
jected a proposal entirely devoid of 
economic. or social justification. ~The 
companies with lines in Northern Ireland 
agreed, however, to postpone the reduction 
ot wages for a ntonth, and that is why 
the strike. began. this week instead of on 
the eve of Christmas. 
Railwaymen in Britain and in Ireland 
have the same unions. ‘The unions’ have 
repudiated the findings of the Wages 
Board in Ireland, and they have found an 
exeuse for setting aside the majority 
opinion of the Wages Board in this 
cquntry,. The method of conciliation for 


Ways is, therefore, seriously discredited. 
Political circumstances’ have complicated 
the position in the Free State, but never- 
theless the actions of the railwaymen in 
Ireland have been entirely in agreement 
with the advice and the threats of the 
President of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen in England.

TENSE MOMENTS IN DEBATE. 


From Revrer’s CornreEsPoONnD’ NT. 
CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. 


HUS came to an end one of the most 
exciting debates in the Union Parlia- 
ment. Right from the start public interest 
was maintained in the discussions, and 
the packed galleries at every sitting testi- 
fied to the public interest. “There had 
been many exciting incidents during the 
debate, especially when one of the 
Nationalist members crossed the floor of 
the House and sat with the Opposition. 
The House was packed to-day in antict- 
pation of a vote of no confidence. The first 
speaker was Mr. FE. G. J. Jansen, Minister 
of Native Affairs, who, speaking in 
English, caused a profound stir, | 
His speech dealt entirely with racialism, 
and during the course of it he denied that 
any of the Nationalists had ever displayed 
racialism towards the British. 


NATIONALITY CRUX. 


The difference, he said, between the 
South Africa Party and the Government 
was that the former did not believe in “a 
South African nation and South African 
nationality,’’ in contradistinction to a 
British or Dutch nation. 

A heated atmosphere was engendered by 
the Minister’s charges against the South 
Africa Party, and the atmosphere in the 
Chamber became more tense when he de- 
clared that ' the unhappy differences in 
South Africa were entirely due to the 
South Africa Party, and that every effort 
at South African nationhood had been 
opposed tooth and nail.” . 7 

Mr. Jansen concluded his speech with 
an impassioned appecl to. those British 
people who believed in equality of lang. age 
and equality of race to join in building 
a new nation. 


“GRASP HANDS” PLEA. 


The intense interest-in the Parliament 
House was enhanced when Mr. Steytler, 
the leader of Mr. Tielman Roos’s sup- 
bee in the House, followed Mr.

He still believed that his reso- 
lution for a National Government was the 
way out. If it was not accepted, this 
bitterness, this dog fight, would go on 
and on. 

General Smuts stated that he had been

His reply was that South Africa 
had two big parties, and that a coalition 
must be between them, because there 
never could be a big breakaway. So they 
should come together, as the public 
wanted them, for peace.

He appealed to General Hertzog not to

General Hertzog, intervening, suggested 
that the South Africa Party could have 
all Mr. Roos’s supporters. 

General Smuts deprecated the sugges- 
tion, and again appealed for a coalition, 
even though it took time.

The paramount matter to-day was the 
condition of the country, and the people 
were dissatisfied with the “ pull + a, 
pull baker ” attitude of politicians. 

The crisis to-day called for a united 
special effort. (Cheers.) It was a great 
advance that no one to-day had questioned 
the independent Dominion status of South 
Africa. Then there was the flag settlement. 


Cordial co-operation with Britain was their 


Mr. P. G. W. Grobler, the Minister of 
Lands, and leader of the Transvaal 
Nationalists. 


A motion for a Coalition Government 
was carried by an overwhelming majority, 
amid great cheering for Mr. Roos. 

Revealing his plans for the future, Mr. 
Roos said that it was his intention to 
work inside the two parties and to see 
that the movement in favour of a 
Coalition was advocated. 

Mr. Roos blamed General Smuts for the 
breakdown of the negotiations, and said 
that the leader of the Opposition would 
insist on being Premier, although he knew 
that it was impossible for him to bring the 
two sections together.

DISCLOSURE. 
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The Times states that Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain, M.P.,. Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
addre ing American journalists in London 
yesterday, stated that Great Britain had no 
conception of bargaining with the United 
States on debts. The adjustment of these 
was as much in the interests of the creditor 
as of the debtor country. 

We could not go back to the gold standard 
at any parity until there had been a settle- 
ment of deb‘s, until artificial trade barriers 
had been lowered, and pressing world pro- 
blems were on the way to settlement. 

He challenged the view that depreciation oí 

sterling had played havoc with gold priccs. 
The cpntention that Great Britain’s departure 
from oid had forced down gold prices would 
not bhar examination. Gold prices had been 
falling with terrifying rapidity two year's 
before we went off gold. The fact that 
sterling had been comparatively stable had 
been a steadying influence, and it might be 
argued with some plausibility that this nad 
checked the fall of gold prices appreciably. 

Referring to tariffs, Mr. Chamberlain 
pointed out that we were bound by the 
Ottawa agreements, but that did not 
preclude negotiations for reciprocal tariff 
agreements with other countries. 

On the subject of disarmament, he said 
that if the next few weeks passed without 
unsettling or disturbing eveuts in Europe 
some tangible results might be expected from 
the Disarmament Conference. Such results 
would be very helpful in the debt negotia- 
tions, but he did not admit that there was 
any connection between debts and dis- 
armament. 

Senator Borah, Chairman of the U.S. Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, comments, says 
Reuter’s Washington Correspondent: ‘ If Mr. 
Chamberlain means that his Government is 
unwilling to consider any question at the 
Economic Conference other than debts, we 
should save both time and expense if we call 
off the conference. it will be difficult, indeed, 
I think impossible, to secure a reduction 
unless other economic problems are considered 
and adjusted at the same time. Bo, if Great 
Britain bas already reached a conclusion on 
these matters, we have no alternative but to 
stand by the debt settlement heretofore 
nade.”’

year compared with £300,000 in 1931. 

Presumably as the result of protection the 
money raised for publishin paper- 
making had risen from less than £1,000,000 
to £5,600,000. Public utility companies, such 
as electricity, gas and water, undertakings, 
had borrowed £57,600,000, compared with 
£11,700,000, and the coal industry had taised 
£1,500,000, compared with £300,000,

CASE TO TEST VALIDITY. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Wednesday, 


A case involving a big principle in regard 
‘to imsurance came before Judge Sealy at 
the Waterford Circuit Court to-day. The 
case was settled out of court, and special 
costs were =“ for. The action was 
brought by. the Hibernian Assurance Com- 
ny against Messrs, Hearne and Company, 
aterford, the amount involved ing 
£9 5s. 3d. 

Mr. Wylie, solicitor for the plaintiffs, 
explained that, from the insurance point of 
view, it was a very important case, with a 
big principle involved. It had been brought 
to test the validity of what was known as 
long-term insurance agreement, A rule of 
the Court was that the proceedings could 
be brought in the District Court only, and 
that the District Court costs would be 
allowed. Dublin counsel had been engaged 
on the. present case, and the costs were 
heavy. | 

Mr. Keane, solicitor, said that the de- 
fendants had consented to the claim, and 
that ‘was all. ‘They had nothing to do with 
the tremendous amount of work carried out 
in Dublin in regard to similar claims. 
Mr. Wylie pointed out that a defence had 
been entered, in which liability was denied 
by the defendants. They were not entitled 
to go into Court now and say! “ Here are 
your nine pounds and District Court costs."’ 
Mr. Keane again explained that the case 
had been brought to secure recognition of 
an agreement which would hold the insur- 
ance company out of several other cases. 
Hearne and Company placed their insurance 


with a firm of brokers in Dublin. The 
brokers gave it around to several companies, 
and when something went wrong in Dublin 


Hearne and Company were sued for £9, 

In reply to the Judge, ‘Mr. Keane said 
that he would not sign a consent which had 
been drawn up by the plaintiffs, because if 
he did, owing to the wording of it, he would 
leave Messrs. Hearne open to a flood of 
litigation by insurance companies which 
would wipe them out. 

The Judge said that it was a case in which 
he certainly would have allowed somethin 

more than ordinary costs if the case had 
gone on, As it was, he would allow £5 in 
addition to the District Court costs,

LONG-TERM 
INSURANCE. 


CASE TO TEST VALIDITY. 


From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 


WATERFORD, Wednesday, 
A case involving a big principle in regard 
to imsurance came before Cur má Sealy at 
the Waterford Circuit Court to-day. The 
case was settled out of court, and special 
costs were oes for. The action was 
brought by. the Hibernian Assurance Com- 
ny against Messrs, Hearne and Company, 
aterford, the amount involved mis 
£9, 5s. 3d. 
Mr. Wylie, solicitor for the plaintiffs 
explained that, from the insurance point of 
view, it was a important case, with a 
big principle involved. It had been brought 
to test the validity of what was known as 
long-term insurance agreement, A rule of 
the Court was that the proceedings could 
be brought in the District Court only, and 
that the District Court costs would be 
allowed. Dublin counsel had been engaged 
on the present case, and the costs were 
heavy. 
Mr. Keane, solicitor, said that the de- 
fendants had consented to the claim, and 
that was all. “They had nothing to do with 
carried out 
in Dublin in regard to similar claims. 
Mr. Wylie pointed out that a defence had 
been entered, in which liability was denied 
by the defendants. They were not entitled 
to go into Court now and say: ‘‘ Here are 
your nine pounds and District Court costs."’ 
Mr. Keane again explained that the case 
had been brought to secure recognition of 
an agreement which would hold the insur- 
ance company out of several other cases. 
Hearne and Company placed their insurance 
with a firm of brokers in Dublin. The 
brokers gave it around to several companies, 
and when something went wrong in Dublin 
Hearne and Company were sued for £9. 
In reply to the Judge, ‘Mr. Keane said 
that he would not sign a consent which had 
been drawn up by the plaintiffs, because if 
he did, owing to the wording of it, he would 
leave Messrs. Hearne open to a flood of 
litigation by insurance companies which 
would wipe them out. 
The Judge said that it was a case in which 
he certainly would have allowed something 
more than ordinary costs if the case had 
gone on, As it was, he would allow £5 in 
addition to the District Court costs, -
